South and Elsowhero. 


Reports from South Carolina--*'"11 


Hotnrns Not in Tot, but the ... 


Loss Of Iilfo nnd I'l'OP- 


licrty HcaTy. 


COLCMUIA, S. C,, March 33.—Further re- 


ports of tlio disastrous cycloco of Tuesday 
evening continue to bo rocoivod from uppur 
South 
Carolina. 
Aftor 
striking 
near 


traveled iu a northeasterly course to Paris 
mountain, iu Greenville county, tho city ot 
Greenville having a narrow escape. I6* Patu 
covered a beltof. country about one-fourth o 
a mile, in width, in which almost everything 
had been completely leveled to tho ground. 
Giant oaks nud Rreat forest pines and srnalle 
growth wore alike swept into piles, aud thi 
whole forest in tho path. o( the cyclono «'!> 
nn almost impenetrable mass. By dweller 
ou tho mountain sido its coming is do 
scribed as resembling tho angry grow 
of some great animal. It was soon by then 
as it crossed tho summit OH tho inountaii. 
bet ween 7 audS o'clock, a denso rain-cloud 
perfectly rod and ublimi with electricity 
Descending tho mountain, it aped with fear 
ful velocity, spending destrietiou alike on thi 
hills and in the ravines of tho slope. 
From 


the top of tho mountain ltd dovestntiug work 
extends, so far as has boon heard from, to 
the neighborhood oC Sunday Flat, iu tho 
upper section of tho county, a distance o: 
about ten miles. 


Tho placo of Greon P. Poolo was tho first 


to como within its augry embrace. His 
stable, crib, and other out-bouses were 
swept away, aud tho dwelling rdoiio remains. 
Tho latter was occupied at the timo by Mr. 
Poolo, his grand-daughter, and a-servant, 
and thoir escape was miraculous. A thick 
pino forest a tew hundreds yards oil 
wns> 


literally torn up, and stumps and stems ot 
tho troos spattered with mud carried from 
an adjoining open field. 


"Within a distance of two milo=( in tbo main 


track of tho cyclono at least a dozen farm 
houses worn destroyed or unvoolod. All tho 
buildings ot tho Buclrborn tannery wero 
blowii down. The residence oC Georgo IV. 
Hawkins, near by, was blown down, Mr. 
Hawkins and 
1'amJly itfakiug a narrow 


escape. Tho building soon nftonvarks took 
fire and was consumed. 


Considerable damage was dono on tho 


plantations o£ Hampton Poolo, W. P. Poolo, 
Joseph and Oliver Bradley, and Milos Bnt- 
sou. 


Tho residence of Furman M. Langluy, in 


which tho latter uud family worn dwelling, 
was completely demolished. 
Mi-. Langlay 


suilored considerable bruising and tho break- 
ing of: throo ribs in his lott side, while his 
wife aud throo children miraculously escaped 
injury. Mr. Lnngloy succeeded iu extricat- 
ing himself, and family from tho debris in 
timo to cscapo .tbo flames, which rapidly 
consumed what was lefc of. tho building. 
Where Langloy's bouses stood thero is noth- 
iug but tho lovol oarth, while tbo lumber ot 
bis houses aud his furniture and household 
effects aro strewn for a mile farther. 


In this locality the COUMO of tho cyclono 


was severest, aud iu many places tho trees 
torn up by thoir roots and twisted on: abovo 
thi) ground and pilod and crossed in stacks 
that tiro almost impenetrable for rnauy hun- 
dred yards without a break. 


The bouse ot Mr. John IJailoy was blown 


down, and his wifo and a W-yoar-old spu 
were- instantly killed, tho latter bolng blown 
about 300 yards. 


The storo of John Crotwell, fourteen miles 


above Greenville City', was blown down and 
his dwelling unroofed, 


Tho cyclone which passed near Piedmont 


did much disastrous work. The dwelling 
and store of S. T. Moore, noar Siinpsonvillu, 
were blown down, his family making n nar- 
row cscapo without serious injury. 


lu the same locality tho house of Ike Davis, 


colored, was demolished, and his wifo and 
child killed. Davis1 mule was blown away 
and has not been found. 


All tho out-houses ou the place o£ Dr. 


Mathoy Hunter, in tho same neighborhood, 
wero blown to tho ground, and a part of tho 
dwelling of James R. Cox was swept away, 


Tho number of smaller accidents aud inci- 


dent* is great, and altogether the work of tho 
cyclone has exceeded anything o£ tho kind 
that has over before happened in this section. 


Hear Pondloton several dwellings burned 


after being blown down. John Hall's wifo, 
his 
mother, and his two children. wc*o 


seriously injured. Sara Plckens, Jack Car- 
ter, and his wifo and daughter, aro all sup- 
posed to be fatally injured. 


Near Sonoca junction Hiss Bruce, a school- 


girl, was killed by tho chimney of a school- 
house falling on her. Miss Cole, another 
Bcboiar, was hurt, but not fatal]}-. Mr* He- 
Crary, on old lady, had one arm broken. 


In many localities there was heavy bail 


and raiti, utterly annihilating small grain 
crops. 


Two other children of Mr. John Bailey, 


whoso wife and son were killed, are- reported 
to havn received serious injuries, which will 
probably prove fatal. Owing to tho tardi- 
ness oC communication with remote country 
places information as to full results of the 
storm have notyot been received, and it is 
not unlikely that other serious accidents will 
be heard of.

u:id Cold nnd;Poison." Ho said in part: 


'•Tbe most rapid manner to extinguish' 


flames wbeu the clothing catclios flro is to 
wrap tho patient, or yourself, iu a. heavy 
woolen rug or blanket, uud roll on the lloor 
as rapidly as possible. A deep or suiwrficinl 
burn, extending ovor a largo surface, should 
bo bulbed with sweot oil, or equal parts of 
sweet oil and lime wutor, or croara. A simple- 
burn may bo treated with cloths wrung out 
in warm soda ivator. Dry applications may 
bo mado, if more convenient, of 
flour, 


powdered starch, or fuller's-earth. In any 
c;iso lot tho dressings remain till tho burn 
hoals, unless it is absolutely necessary to re- 
move thi'iu. Frozen limbs should bo ttowod 
out slowly. 
Tho patient should bo ]>laood in 


a cold room, aud the limb bathod iu ieo 
^vaU-T, or cloths wruajc out in ice wator. 
Whoa the limb bogius to tinp!... tbe bathing 
must be stopped, and tho te.:..vraturo of Iho 
room gradually raised.

Uio old historic 
method of sucking the 


wound with tho lips is one of tho first things 
to be resorted to. If tho poison is in tho cir- 
culation tho use of strong brandy or -whisky, 
iu quantities powerful enough to produco in- 
toxication, must bo resorted to. Tho bito of 
a mad dog should bo cauterized at onco bjr a 
peucil of lunar-caustic, or by application of 
irons hentwl wuito. The peculiarity of hy- 
drophobic poison ia that it remains in tho 
spot whore the bito occurs tor several days 
or weeks, and not until this poison ferments 
does it become dangerous. Dr. Hewott, a 
surgeon of London, allowed himself to be 
bitten no loss than eighty thnss by rabid 
dogs, each time successfully cauterizing tbo 
wouud. He i'dll a victim to bis own temer- 
ity, however, for ono day ho was found doad 
with a pistol-shot from his own baud. A 
suitomont was left iu his papers that he had 
ueglectod tbo cauterization too long, and, 
fooling the first symptoms of hydrophobia, 
ho preferred to die without tbo long agony.:'
